‘Mout a year ago, the B.B.C. gave ns the Balcony 
Seene from Moco aud Julie), ate one night, —T had 
taken the "phones up to bed, and T listened with

T have never seen on any stage—the magic of the 
verse and the beauty of its delivery werr x revelae
